_A LTHOUGH CANADA WAS NOT 
invited to-attend, the confer- 
ence this weekend in London which 
will deal with interest rates is of 
paramount impertance to this coun- 
try: The invitation from the British 
Chancellor-of the Exchequer, James 
Callaghan, to the United ‘States, 
France, Germany and Italy said that 
the meeting would attempt to. find 
a way in which the four European 
countries could co-operate with the 
United States in lowering interest 
rates, but in a way which would 
prevent. any flight of capital from 
the countries involved. 
The problem of the flight of 
capital is the main factor which 
prevents the Canadian government 
from easing off in its‘monetary pol- 
iev as so many opposition critics 
have demanded. Any attempt by 
“Canada to lower interest rates below 
the American level would simply 
pesult in.a transfer of large amounts 
of short-term capital to the United 
States or some other higher interest 
rate country. with disastrous results 
‘for the Canadian economy. While 


__.. current high rates are most unwel- 
come and have had a deleterious” 


effect on many industries, notably 
housebuilding, a. flight of capital 
from Canada at this time would be 


infinitely more serious.

THE WOUNDS OF MME. ROLLAND

If Scorn Is Lacking It Can Be Invented 


ME. SOLANGE Chaput Rolland, a

As a result, the Centennial Commis- 
sion has presented to the nation a 


curious ;bitthday cake with a harsh and 


bitter taste. The Rolland book, My 
Country, 


, Canada or Quebec? (which I . 


shall not attempt to review) is important 
all the same for two reason. It shows, in 
peculiarly naked form, the racial agony 
of some. French Canadians that the 
Anglo-Saxon mind has never fully 
grasped or even suspected. 


Streak of Tolerance 


It shows, on the other hand, though 
the .author has never grasped. or 
suspected it, an odd streak of tolerance 
somewhat redeeming the ignorance of 
that mind. After all; the book is 
published in English, widely reviewed, 
praised or criticized in English, and 
underwritten by a Centennial Commis- 
sion which the Quebec government has 
ostentatiously ignored. 

In an introduction to Mme. Rolland's 
furious phillipic, Professor W. L. Morton, 
the celebrated historian, says it. is 
“deeply wounding” to i 
Canadians but they must read it “to 
measure up to the condition of Canada 
today.”” I agree with the professor. It is 
high time for all of us to see the raw 
wounds in the French Canadian psyche, 
some of them self-inflicted, others 
inflicted by the knives of Anglo-Saxon 
prejudice, 

When Mme. Rolland called on me 
‘some months ago I failed to guess the 


depth of her own wounds. She is a great. 


lady with charming manners and Gallie 
esprit in whose presence the ordinary 
Anglo-Saxon must feel like a savage, as I 
did. The interview passed off pleasantly 
enough and her fairly accurate quota- 
tions from it left no sting. But her other 


interviews, supposedly representing a fair 
cross-section of western attitudes, picture 


a country which I simply do not know. 

For example, Mme. Rolland accepts 
as a serious warning, not as a clumsy

Difference on U Thant's ‘Soft’ Peace 


NITED NATIONS secretary-general 
U Thant once again has stirred a 
minor diplomatic tempest by his outspok- 
en views on Vietnam. 
The net result, thus 
far, has been to put 
him -at odds with the 
United States and 
seven of its Asian 
allies. Whether a 
further result will be 
to increase U ‘Phant’s 
acceptability to the 
North Vietnamese 
and the Viet Cong as 
a peace intermediary 
remains to be seen. 
The secretary-general said at a news 
conference January 10 that he disagreed 
with the United States on three 
fundamental points :

The difference is said 
to boil down to a division over whether 
to press for military ‘‘victory,”” humiliat- 
ing, weakening and punishing North Viet 
Nam, or whether to accept a compro- 
mise peace settlenient which would 
preserve Hanoi as a potential barrier to 
the southward spread “of Chinese in- 
fluence. ; 


Peace Hints 


There have been hints of late that a 
peace negotiation might be possible if 
the bombing of the North were halted. 

‘But this would launch the negotiation 
under conditions which would enhance 
Hanoi's bargaining power, and hence 
influence the ultimate settlement in 
Hanoi’s favor. To wait for further allied 
military gains woud- make possible a 
much more decisive settlement, or would 
foree Hanoi off the battlefield in defeat 
without any formal: settlement, it is 
argued. 

The difference this is between a 
*goft’’ peace and a “hard’’ one..A *‘soft"’ 


peace might be available now, but would 
not accomplish the principal goals; a. 
“hard” one would be likely to take 
another two or more years, it is 
estimated. 

Thant is a “‘soft'’ peace man, and is 
arguing his case publicly. 

Such a peace would make sense, in 
Washington's eyes, only if the North 
Vietnam which ‘was preserved, prestige 
and power intact, would indeed be a 
barrier to Red China, not a conveyor belt 
for its influence. 


Barrier Theory 


Thant made clear he believes in. the 
barrier theory. He likened the Hanoi 
regime to Yugoslavia and argued that 
North Vietnam’s leaders are “very 
independent,” even ‘obsessed with the 
principle of nonalignment.”’ 

France, among others, also. subscribes 
to the “Asian Yugoslavia” theory. 

Even if this thesis were. to be 
accepted, the so-called “Rusk school’ 
argues, a further basic objection to a 
“soft” peace would be that it would 
encourage further “indirect aggression” 
by Communist guerrillas. 

This school argues that the war boils 
down to an effort by North Vietnam to 
conquer the south, with the Viet Cong its 
agent in this effort. It follows that 
Vietnam is a test case for resistance to 
“wars of national liberation.”
